‘Cuban Connection.' Allen Dulles, an 
ex^CIA director 1 , was on the panel but 
he didn’t reveal the plots to kill Cas- 
tro. So they never checked closely 
into 1 Oswald’s background with the 
Cubans or U.S. agencies.”

pursue the answers, whether the road 
leads to the Cl A v or Fidel Castro or 
Lee Harvey Oswald’s mysterious 
psyche. • .
